In light of new federal ruling 
Area teachers mull summer jobless applications

Some area teachers are expected 
to trade their books for a place in the 
unemployment line after schools 
close this week. 


State unemployment offices in 
both Pomona and Ontario both 
report they have received inquiries 
from teachers on how to apply for 


unemployment benefits during the 
summer. 


Under a new federal law, public 
school teachers are now eligible for 
special unemployment assistance, 
even if they have a 12-month con­ 
tract and plan to return to school 
next fall. 


Officials said teachers would be 
considered unemployed and the 


money they received from school 
system s would be regarded as 
delayed delivery paychecks, since 
teachers won’t actually*be providing 
any services to schools. Not eligible 
are those teaching summer school. 
Local unemployment officials said 
they expect an influx of teachers 
seeking benefits Monday when they 
will actually be without teaching as­ 
signments. 


Under the program, those teachers 
who qualify will be allowed to 
receive up to $90 a week.

Alonzo Daniels, manager of the 
Pomona office, said it is difficult to 
estimate how many teachers will be 
applying. “We have had a number of 
inquiries, primarily about require­ 
ments in filing.” 


Although the Pomona office will 
seek to place them on jobs, this may 
be difficult since most of the jobs for 
which they qualify don’t exist, he ad­ 
ded. 
Glenn Rankin manager of the On­ 
tario office, reported some eight to 
10 teachers have already come to the 
office and are scheduled for inter­ 
views. 
Those applying for benefits will be 


subject to other jobs, even though 
the pay is less than they receive as 
teachers, he added. 
Some may be asked to accept posi­ 
tions for skills they obtained while 
going through college. But with On­ 
tario's 12 per cent unemployment 
rate and many students seeking 
work, it may prove difficult to place 
these teachers in summer jobs, said 
Rankin.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Creation 
of a joint congressional committee to 
oversee the Central Intelligence 
Agency is among the 30 recommen­ 
dations made by the Rockefeller 
Com m ission to prevent future 
wrongdoing by the agency, ac­ 
cording to authoritative sources. 
In addition to a congressional pan­ 
el modeled after the Joint Atomic 
Energy Committee, the commission 
headed by Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller calls for the establish­ 
m ent of a se p a ra te o v ersig h t 
organization within the executive 
branch, the informed sources said 
I Resident Ford told a nationally 
broadcast news conference Monday 
night that the commission report on 
CIA domestic activities would be 
made public today but that evidence 
dealing with alleged assassination 
plots against foreign leaders would 
be kept secret. 
Evidence on assassination will be 
turned over to the Justice Depart­ 
ment for possible prosecution and to 
both the Senate and House intel­ 
ligence com m ittees, Ford said. 
“There’s not going to be any pos­ 
sibility of a cover-up,” the President 
added. 
Allegations 
about 
assassination 
plots date back to the Eisenhower 
and Kennedy administrations, ac­ 
cording to one White House official. 
Ford said that ‘ under no cir­ 
cumstances do I want to sit in 1975 
p assin g ju d g m e n ts m ad e by 
honorable people 15 or more years 
ago under unusual circumstances. I 
think it is better to let history tell the 
story” of the alleged plots. 
The alleged plots have been said to 
include plans to kill Cuban Premier 
Fidel Castro and Rafael Trujillo of 
the Dominican Republic. 
Sen. Frank Church, chairman of 
the Senate intelligence committee, 
said after the news conference that 
“ it is obvious that the Senate com­ 
m ittee will have to deal with the as­ 
sassination issue.” 
In the course erf the 30-minute news 
conference in the White House Rose 
Garden, Ford also said: 
—Despite the 9.2 per cent un­ 
employment rate in May, he is op­ 
timistic the economy has “ bottomed 
out.” 
—“ The time is getting closer and 
closer to a specific announcement 
of his candidacy for a full four-year 
presidential term in 1976 
—An East-W est European se­ 
curity conference may soon be 
scheduled in Helsinki. Finland 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) - 
Belgian Defense M inister Paul 
vanden Boeynants today reported a 
list of U.S. pledges he said he won 
from Washington in return for choos­ 
ing the American YF16 jet fighter 
over the French Mirage. 
Vanden Boeynants made the al­ 
leged deals public in the face of 


mounting parliamentary criticism of 
the government’s choice. The opposi­ 
tion threatens to bring down the 


shaky coalition government of Pre­ 
mier Leo Tindemans. 
Vanden Boeynants, who was in 
Washington early last week, said 
U.S. Defense Secretary Jam es R 
Schlesinger promised to “consider 
favorably” an order for $32 million 
worth of submachine guns from the 
Belgian national arm s factory. 
The defense minister said that 
S c h le sin g e r a lso m ad e th e se 
pledges: 
—The Europeans would get a share 


in the production of all the YFl6s 
built, even if the U.S. Air Force buys 
more than the 650 it currently plans 
to buy. If the total production 
reaches 2.500 — which Vanden Boey­ 
nants said was not overly optimistic 
— Belgium would get contrcts worth 
30 per cent more than the cost of the 
planes it buys. 
—If the U.S. Air Force eventually 
buys less than 650 YFl6s, Belgium 
will be compensated for whatever 
subcontracts it loses. 


—The transfer of U.S. technology 
to Belgium will be limited only by 
strict considerations of security. 
—The European headquarters for 
the YF16 program will be located in 
Brussels, if Holland, Norway and 
Denmark agree to this 
—The final assembly of some 
YFl6s built for other countries would 
be done in Belgium and Holland 
The Tindemans government faces 
vote in the Belgian parliament on 
the arm s deal Thursday. Although 


the vote could force the government 
to resign, it cannot cancel the con­ 
tract for the YF16s. 


Tindemns’ appeals to parliament 
to support the plane deal were inter­ 
rupted by opposition heckling and a 
few leaflets fluttered down from the 
public gallery reading "No to the 30 
billion francs.” 


The 102 planes Belgium has agreed 
to buy will cost about $712 million, or 
about 22 billion Belgian francs.

Firemen end nine-day strike 


A bus transportation plan that 
should provide better service in the 
city was approved in concept Mon­ 
day night by the Pomona City Coun­ 
cil. 
The plan, prepared by the con­ 
sulting firm of Wilbur Smith and As­ 
sociates for the Southern California 
Rapid Transit District, calls for ma­ 
jor changes in the bus routes within 
Pomona and an increase from 12 to 
16 buses serving the city routes. 
The entire San Gabriel Valley area 
is included in the plan, which will be 
considered for adoption by the RTD 
board of directors later this month. 
A spokesman for the consulting 
firm statisi that some 2,500 Pomona 
residents now use bus service on a 
daily basis and that the new bus 
routes should make bus transporta­ 
tion available to a larger segment of 
the community. 
He indicated that 90 per cent of the 
community will be within three 
blocks of a bus route under the plan 
and that buses during the day will 
run at 20-irunute intervals. 
Now they run every 30 minutes 
In adopting the plan in concept, the 
council included seven city staff 
r**oomm€*ndaturns to be submitted to 
the RTD directors 
The first recommendation stresses 
the need for 2<Fminute intervals on 
city routes, and expanded even­ 
ing service to Mt SAC and Cal Poly, 
Indian Hill Village and Montclair 
Plaza 
The other city recommendations 
deal w ith the need to provide 
sheltered bus stops at major points.

SANTA BARBARA (AP) — County firemen ended their 
nine-day strike early today voting overwhelmingly to ac­ 
cept what was billed as the county's final contract offer 
Exact results of the secret ballot were not immediately 
available, but sources said the tally was well in excess of 
a two-to-one margin. 
Details of the contract, hammered out in an unsual open 
negotiating session through the night, gave the fire 
fighters a five per cent wage increase and a dental in­ 
surance plan. 
However, the wage hike will not be paid for six 
bimonthly pay checks starting July 28, 
The firemen s union, County Fire Fighters Union Local 
2046. also will be assessed for damages to equipment, es­ 
timated at about $500, and the firemen who went out on 
strike will be put on six months disciplinary probation. 
The contract reduced working hours for the firemen 


from 66 hours a month to 60 beginning Sept. 8 and from 60 
hours to 56 on next Jan 12 
The county, in turn, agreed not to file any law suits 
against the firemen 
Negotiating teams for the county and the firemen 
worked on the final contract offer in the presence of state 
mediator Tom McCarthy, who warned both sides “ You 
can’t keep roiling seven There’s bound to be a serious 
fire sooner or later.” 
Some 140 of the county's 164 fire fighters were in receipt 
of letters from county officials warning them they would 
be dismissed if they failed to turn up for work today 
During the time the firemen were on strike, the only 
major fire in the county occurred June 3 in Isla Vista, 
when a two-story apartm ent complex was gutted. 
However, no injuries were reported in the blaze. 


Governors ask 
tax hike share 
NEW ORLEANS (AP) - The na­ 
tion’s governors voted today to ask 
Congress for a share of any revenues 
if gas taxes are increased. 
The governors voted 27-6 to sup 
port an amendment expected to be 
offered in the House later today. It 
would permit states to preempt one 
cent of a proposed three-cent gas tax 
rise and 20 per cent of any later in­ 
creases.

SLA members 
found guilty 


SACRAMENTO. Calif 
(AP) - 
The first Symbionese Liberation 
Army members to face a jury have 
been found guilty of first-degree 
murder in the cyanide-bullet death of 
Oakland School Supt Marcus Foster. 
An eight-woman, four-man jury is- 
sued the verdicts Monday in the nine- 
week trial of SLA “ soldiers” Joseph 
Kemiro and Russell Little. 
Remiro, 28, and Little, 25, were 
also found guilty of attem p ted 
murder in the wounding of Foster’s 
top aide, Robert Blackburn 
The two educators were shot as 
they left Oakland school head­ 
quarters the night of Nov. 6, 1973. 
As jury foreman William Sprague 
read the verdicts, one woman juror 
sobbed quietly. 
But Remiro smiled and leaned 
over to talk with his attorney, 
Edward Merrill, as Sprague read 
from a slip of paper Both defendants 
smiled as they were led out of the 
heavily guarded courtroom by 
deputies 


3 inmates threaten to kill 15 hostages 


NEW WESTMINSTER. B.C. (AP) 
— T h re e lif e - te r m in m a te s 
demanding free passage to a foreign 
country holed up with 15 hostages in 
a storage vault at the British Colum­ 
bia Penitentiary for the second day 
today. 
The prisoners told Jim Spears, a 
Vancouver reporter, they would kill 
the hostages if their demands were 
not met. “ Fifteen of them are on 
death row right now,” Spears quoted 
one of the inmates as saying 
“ They want a helicopter and they 
say there are only two ways to go - 
either out of the country or end up 


dead,” Spears said 
Spears quoted one of the inmates 
as saying. 
“Get a copter right here (pointing 
to a grassy area near the building) 
that gets us the hell out of this 
country — to an airport and out of 
the country 
“ The three of us have had it com­ 
p le te ly , F ifte e n of them (th e 
hostages) are on death row right 
now. All three of us are doing endless 
tim e.” 
Bryan Williams, a Vancouver 
lawyer, who also visited the vault, 
said the hostages showed no signs of 


m istre a tm e n t. He quoted one 
hostage as saying they had been 
treated fine However, Williams said 
the inmtes continued to hold a knife 
at the throat of a woman hostage. 
M eanw hile, 
p riso n 
o ffic ia ls 
awaited a decision from federal 
authorities on the demands of the 
rebel inmates, two of whom were 
convicted of murder 
“They’ve been fed and watered 
and made as comfortable as pos­ 
sible,” said B.J. Bultitude, assistant 
director at the maximum security 
prison. "We've complied with them 
as far as humanly possible within our 


authority.” 
Prison Director Dragan Cernetic 
said that before the inmates could be 
flown out of Canada some country 
must agree to accept them He said 
authorities were waiting for foreign 
embassies in Ottawa to open. 
He said he told the inmates he 
could do nothing until their demands 
were reviewed in detail by federal 
authorities, including the cabinet and 
the office of Prim e Minister Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau. 
The inmates and their captives 
holed up in a l5-by-15 foot storage 
room in the 1187 concrete prison 


overlooking the F ra se r R iver, 
Stationery and office supplies were 
stored in the room which has only 
one door, no windows and two air 
vents. 
Bultitude said until a year ago 
prisoner files were stored there but 
“ we (hanged that situation because 
of the possibility of this happening. 
That would be disastrous because we 
had all the warrants in there.” 
Inm ate dem ands were relaved 
through several reporters, a lawyer 
and a member of the Communist 
party in Canada. 
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Ailing assemblyman leaves 
hospital to help pass budget 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — An $11.5 billion state budget 
woo Assembly passage when a legislator who recently un­ 
derwent open heart surgery arrived to give Democrats 
their needed 54th vote. 
Assembly Republican minority leader Bob Beverly said 
during debate on the 1975-76 budget that the GOP would 
have cast a courtesy vote for Curtis Tucker if they had 
known he was coming to the floor. 
Beverly, a Manhattan Beach legislator, also said Mon­ 
day he thought Democrats had shown “ some disregard 
for Tucker's health” by having him make the trip from 
his Inglewood home. 
However, no Republican would oblige last week when 
Tucker asked for a courtesy vote. 
On a 54-25 partyline vote — the exact number of “ yes 
votes needed - the Assembly sent the Senate-passed bill 
back to the Senate, which in turn sent it to an Assembly- 
Senate conference committee. 
Beverly argued in a statement that the budget, if 
enacted, “ will require a tax increase next week.” 
The spending proposal includes an average 8 5 per cent 
pay hike for state employes and state college and Univer­ 


sity of California employes 
It also has a 9 per cent cost-of-living increase for the 
aged, blind and disabled in California and $35 million 
more for early childhood eduction programs than Gov. 
Edmund Brown Jr. requested. 
In comparison with previous years when former GOP 
Gov. Ronald Reagan and the Democratic-eontrolled 
legislature were locked in fiscal warfare, the budget fight 
this year has been subdued. 
There was little debate on the bill, which failed by one 
vote to clear the lower house last week when Tucker was 
still in the hospital. 
Tucker, quite pale following his operation 15 days ago. 
walked onto the floor slowly before the vote and said later 
it was “ absolutely necessary” to send the budget to the 
conference committee. 
Tucker was accompanied by his doctor, who said 
Tucker probably could go back to work by the end of the 
month. 
Sen. Anthony Beilenson, D-Los Angeles, is the author 
of the budget bill approved Monday. 
The bill is SB 199 


County eyes axing bus fare subsidy

Hayes recommended cuts of $61 
million; Schabarum’s cuts amounted 
to $51 million and he said he would 
later propose reductions of another 
$10 million. 
If cut by $61 million, the budget 
would require a tax rate increase of

Judge having second 
thoughts on fund to 
liberate bank women 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A federal judge has labeled 
“ indefensible” an antidiscrimination trust fund for 
female bank employes that paid for one woman to attend 
a London cooking school and financed another’s trip to 
Africa to photograph wild animals. 
U.S. District Court Judge Charles Renfrew said Mon­ 
day that he “ may have made a mistake” in setting up the 
$850.000 trust fund administered by five women bank 
employes as part of a settlement of a discrimination suit 
against Bank of America. 
The fund — set aside for use in creative and intellectual 
development of about 1.000 women in lower level manage­ 
ment — was one of four established last year when the 
bank agreed to pay $3 75 million to settle two class action 
discrimination suits brought by women. 
Under the program, one woman was granted $2.530 to 
spend three weeks visiting the wine countries of Germany 
and France and attend a London cooking school Another 
woman was given $2.500 to visit Africa so she could im­ 
prove her skills at photographing wild animals 
The trustees defended these grants as necessary repair 
of “ psychic damage” done to women employes by 
humdrum work and denial of promotion opportunities 
“ The creative and intellectual development of women 
in American business has been totally neglected, 
at­ 
torney Barbara Phillips, representing the women 
employes, told the judge. 
Judge Renfrew, who approved the original out-of-court 
settlement, said he might cancel the program at a July 21 
hearing and order it replaced with another fund geared to­ 
ward helping women improve management skills through 
formal studies

district property. 
This budget does not reflect the 
federal projects for which the dis­ 
trict may be funded next year. It is 
general fund monies which come 
from the state, county and district 
taxpayers.

Saudi contract 


LOS A N G ELES (AP) - A $4 bil­ 
lion natural gas plant operation will 
be designed and built by the Fluor 
Corp 
of Los Angeles for Saudi 
Arabia, a country that is gearing up 
for largescale industrial develop­ 
ment. 
Natural gas, which is becoming 
scarcer and more expensive in the 
United States, is now burned at the 
wellhead as waste in Saudi Arabia.

Stacked bikes hampered rescue 
11 die in jailhouse blaze 


SANFORD, Fla. (AP) - Fire of­ 
ficials say efforts to rescue inmates 
from choking clouds of smoke in a 
fire at the Seminole County jail were 
hampered by more than 100 bicycles 
which blocked the rear entrance of 
the facility. 
Eleven persons, including a guard 
who was making his second rescue 
trip into the smokefilled jail, died of 
smoke inhalation in the blaze Mon­ 
day. authorities said. Thirty-four 
others, including both prisoners and 
guards, were hospitalized. 
Fire Chief George Harriett said 
the unclaimed bicycles were being 
stored at the rear entrance of the 
two-story building in downtown San­ 
ford in preparation for a forthcoming 
auction. 
Harriett also said guards who tried 
to unlock cells in the second-floor jail 


area were overcome by smoke and 
that gasmasked firemen had dif­ 
ficulty getting proper keys for the 
cells. 
One of the dead was guard Robert 
Moore, a 40-year-old father of four 
Friends said he must have known the 
odds were against him when he made 
a second dash into the building to 
rescue unconscious prisoners. 
“ He must have saved 10 or 15 and 
then went back for more,” said Chief 
Deputy Duane Harrell. “ He didn t 
even have an oxygen mask. He was a 
hell of a guy.” 
“ I didn’t see how he could try it,” 
John Spolski, a spokesman for the 
sheriff s departm ent, said of 
Moore’s second rescue bid “I tried 
to go up the stairs and couldn’t make 
it past three or four steps because of 
the smoke.” 


Authorities also cited the rescue 
efforts of Elvis Webster, a prisoner 
who rushed back into the building 
after being rescued himself and 
helped drag out three of his com­ 
rades. 
“I couldn't believe it,” said a 
deputy. 
He grabbed an air pack 
from a fireman, ran up the stairs and 
pulled three men out. He was great. ’ 
Harriett said the fire broke out in a 
mattress in a hospital cell and may 
have been started by a prisoner. He 
said it spread to a stack of other mat­ 
tresses in an adjoining room and 
then to some paper and books in a 
nearby classroom cell. 
Within moments, dense clouds of 
smoke filled the building, and from 
the outside inmates could clearly be 
heard banging on their cells and 
shouting for help.

But passage of bill delayed 
No summer jobless aid 
for teachers—Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Both the 
Senate and House have agreed to 
proposals against paying federal 
jobless benefits to employed 
teachers during summer vacations. 
But final passage of the legislation 
has been delayed 
The proposals were part of a $15 
billion supplemental appropriations 
bill snagged in a Senate-House dis­ 
pute over aid to railroads 
Before the congressional recess 
late last month, the House passed 
and sent to the Senate a separate bill 
extending and expanding temporary 
jobless benefits and also containing 
the controversial teacher benefits 
provision. 
Both the appropriations bill, which 
provides funds for e xisting 
programs, and the measure ex­ 
tending the basic law would deny 
jobless aid in cases of educational 


employes during the period between 
school years if these teachers, 
re s e a rc h e rs or principal ad­ 
ministrators have contracts for both 
such academic terms. 


The teacher matter involves the 
federally financed special unemploy­ 
ment assistance program which 
gives benefits to roughly 12 million 
s ta te and local g o v e rn m e n t 
employes, household workers and 
farmworkers whose jobs had not 
been covered by such law’s until 
Congress first moved into the area 
last December. 
California officials have esti­ 
mated that 100.000 teachers and 
other school employes could qualify 
for the jobless benefits at a cost of 
about $9 million a week to the federal 
government.

industry accused of collusion 


WASHINGTON (API - The 
natural gas industry is accused of un­ 
derestimating the country’s natural 
gas reserves in a government report 
that describes the industry’s system 
of estimating reserves as “ tan­ 
tamount to collusive price rigging.” 
The report recommended is­ 
suance of a federal complaint 
against the American Gas As­ 
sociation, an industry trade or­ 
ganization, and the nation's 11 major 
natural gas producers, charging 
them with violating fair trade prac­ 
tices. 
Written by the Federal Trade 
Commission’s bureau of com­ 
petition, the report accused the trade 
association and the 11 companies of 
“concertedly maintaining a deficient 
natural gas reserve reporting 
program, which influences the price 
at which producers sell natural gas 
to interstate pipeline companies ” 
The report, which is only a staff 
recommendation and not approved 


by the commission, was turned over 
Monday to an investigating subcom­ 
mittee of the House Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee. 
Kenneth Anderson, assistant direc­ 
tor of the bureau of competition, told 
the subcommittee that the report’s 
findings mean that natural gas 
prices probably were higher than 
they had to be because of the under­ 
estimating of reserves. 
“ Beyond saying that the con­ 
sumer probably paid more than he 
would have ... it's very difficult to 
make a hard estim ate” of the 
precise amount of additional cost,” 
Anderson said. 
The Federal Power Commission 
regulates the price of natural gas 
and bases its decisions on rate in­ 
crease requests partly on estimates 
of reserves. Generally, as reserves 
go down, it is easier to justify higher 
prices. 
Among the evidence the bureau of 
competition said it had to support its 


complaint was a so-called “proved 
reserve ledger” that is maintained 
by natural gas producers. The 
bureau said the gas association and 
the companies had never told the 
power commission about the 
ledgers, which contain a company's 
most conservative estimate of 
proven reserves. 
Data from ledgers obtained from 
three companies under subpoena, 
compared to gas association figures, 
resulted in a finding that “the AG A 
figures were 24 per cent less than the 
companies estimates in their proved 
reserve ledger,” the bureau of com- 
, petition said 
The power commission estimated 
last Friday that natural gas supplies 
will be nearly 20 per cent below the 
expected firm demand over the next 
12 months. 
The bureau of competition report 
was the result of a probe requested 
in September 1970 by Sen. Philip A. 
Hart, D-Mich.

The index of indicators,

point to the future, rose 4 2 
per cent in April. But the 
jobless rate, which meas­ 
ures the present, hit 9.2 per 
cent in May, highest in 34 
years. 
If you live in the world of 
the ieading indicators you 
see a golden glow in the 
economic sky. If you live in 
the present you observe 
very little of that glow 
The index of indicators 
measures stock prices, 
new building permits, new 
orders for consumer goods, 
plant and equipment 
orders, the money supply 
and inventory changes and 
the like. 
These are forerunners of 
further economic activity, 
it is argued They sup­ 
posedly act like catalysts. 
They are the yeast in the 
bread, but you can’t taste 
that bread yet. 
In fact, the index of 
leading indicators really 
hasn’t proved itself It was 
used for the first time in 
April, since the old index 
was said to be badly dis­ 
torted by inflation 
What, for example, will a 
sharp drop in the stock 
market do to the index9 
Stock prices play an impor­ 
tant role in the index, and 
as any investor has 
observed, stock prices in 
recent years have fluc­ 
tuated widely. 
What about that money 
supply figure? WTiat hap­ 
pens when taxpayers have 
received all the rebates 
that the Treasury owes 
them Is it conceivable that 
the money supply could fall 
a bit? It is. 
Yes. there is little ques­ 
tion the leading indicators 
are rising 
But are the 
prospects and hopes for the 
ordinary person, the con­ 
sumer, whose willingness 
and ability to spend can 
make or break 
the 
economy? 
Government and private 
sources now believe that 
the typical house is nearly 
or completely priced 
beyond the buying ability 
of the typical American 
How then is this critical in­ 
dustry to recover? 


Certainly it will recover, 
because ingenuity is not 
dead in America and 
neither is the need for 
housing 
A way will be 
found to overcome the 
housing problems, but 
when0 
One time-honored theory 
about housing already has 
been disproved — that 
when the money flows into 
the thrift institutions it 
soon will be lent out in the 
form of mortgages. But 
we've now found it isn't al­ 
ways so 
The most hopeful sign in 
housing is the attempt by 
builders and materials sup­ 
pliers to design simpler 
homes. Dimensions are be­ 
ing shrunk. Garages are 
being omitted. Kitchens 
are less elaborate. Attics 
remain unfinished. 
The same thing is hap­ 
pening in automobiles, but 
it's taking a long, long time 
to happen 
Despite the 
worst sales figures in more 
than a decade, some De­ 
troit auto executives claim 
to be optimistic. 
One result of this has 
been the tendency to 
produce more cars than 
can be sold 
In other 
words, the future tells the 
automakers one thing, but 
the present another thing. 
The future tells the 
automakers that with per­ 
sonal income rising people 
can afford cars. The pre­ 
sent says they can't. 
That tug-o-war probably 
will go on for many months 
more. You can support 
almost any economic 
forecast if you choose the 
proper mix from the grab 
bag. 
Meanwhile, the present 
is a grim presence in our 
midst. It can t be ignoied

an 


educational institution and 
carry a minimum of 10

agricultural courses and 
are also in agricultural 
employment related to the 
course you are taking. 
Five hours a week in 
agricultural courses enti­ 
tles you to half-time 
benefits, seven hours to 
three-fourths. 
The VA also has what 
might be called a business 
or industrial cooperative 
program. In this arrange­ 
ment, a veteran studies 


business or industrial 
courses at a school and. at 
the same time, is trained 
in a business or industrial 
e s t a b l i s h m e n t . 
The 
emphasis here must be on 
his studies at a recognized 
institution. Under this 
program, a single veteran 
is paid $217 a month full­ 
time; $306 if married with 
two children.

A 7 year-old Covina area 
boy was shot in the mouth 
accidentally by his mother 
Saturday night, sheriff's 
deputies reported 
The v i c t i m, David 
Schrank. 16833 E. Benbow • 
Ave., was struck by a .44- 
caliber round lead ball 
which passed through his 
cheeks, breaking his jaw 
and knocking out several 
teeth. David was reported 
in satisfactory condition 
today at Covina Inter­ 
community Hospital. 
Deputies said the boy 
was shot by his mother, 
Mrs. Carmen Schrank. who 
was playing with a replica 


of an 1860s cap-and-ball 
Colt revolver. Earlier that 
evening the v i ct i m' s 
father, Gerald B. Schrank, 
34, had demonstrated to his 
father-in-law how powder 
and the lead ball were 
loaded in the weapon But 
he did not arm the revolver 
with the metal cap which is 
needed to fire the powder. 
Later, however, after 
Schrank had gone to bed, 
Mrs. Schrank and David 
placed caps on the cylinder 
and she began firing them, 
not knowning her husband 
had loaded one chamber 
with ball and powder. 
After about four pops, 


the loaded chamber fired, 
hitting David who was 
standing about seven feet 
away. 
Deputies said the metal 
primer caps used in the 
Civil War era replica make 
a popping noise similar to 
the noise made by paper 
caps used in toy pistols. 
Despite being a replica, 
the revolver is a deadly 
weapon, they said.

Joanie had never spent one night away from home. Her 
two sisters were allowed to sleep at friends’ houses and to 
go on overnight outings but Joanie always had to stay 
home. 
Even when the family did activities together Joanie 
was always left behind with an aunt or family friend. 
Her family was ashamed of her. At 10, Joanie still wet 
the bed. 
Her parents would punish and spank her when she wet 
the bed. Often they would humiliate her by making her 
wear a diaper to bed or making her sleep in a wet bed, in 
hopes that by shaming her she would stop. 
Her sisters would tease her and she was never allowed 
to participate in any activities in which she must spend 
the night. She hated to be away from home for any length 
of time and as a result she did poorly in school and had no 
friends. 
But that is all in the past now. Last year when Joanie 
had her tonsils out the doctors ran some tests on her 
They discovered that she had a kidney disorder which 
caused frequent urination. The doctors are now able to 
control the disorder through medication. 
Joanie is a new person. Although she is still somewhat 
shy, she has become more outgoing and has many new 
friends. 


But Joanie still has not been away from home and 
dreads leaving her family. She is afraid that she may 
forget to take her medicine or suddenly her medicine will 
stop working and she might start wetting the bed again. 
Joanie's counselors and doctors feel that she needs to 
go to camp. She needs to rid herself of the apprehension 
she feels about her kidney disorder and regain confidence 
in herself. 
But Joanie’s parents cannot afford to send her. Her 
father’s business went bankrupt last February and this 
month her parents have put the house up for sale.

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San Dimas to add 10 
carts at golf course

To meet the influx of golfers on 
holidays and weekends at the San 
Dimas Canyon Golf Course, the San 
Dimas City Council voted Monday to 
purchase an additional 10 golf carts. 
The contract was awarded to H. 
Coster Enterprises, Inc., whose bid 
of $13.950 was the lowest of the two 
submitted. 
City Manager Robert Poff said the 
$453 per month cost of the carts, to 
be financed on a three-year leasing 
program, would probably be offset 
by rental of the carts and increased 
green fees. 
Councilman Keith Brogan said 
“ Aside from any revenue, we are 
providing a service at the golf 
course. When golfers arrive to tee off 
at 10:30 a.m. on a weekend and no 
rarts are available, they leave and 
go to another course to play. 
“ We can't afford to lose players 
for lack of equipment.” 
Mayor Jam es N. Lough explained 
that the golf course is definitely a 
"ca rt course — too hilly to walk.” 
The motion was passed with Coun­ 
cilman Marvin Ersher abstaining, 
saying he wasn't sure the carts could 
pay for themselves. 
th e council set a hearing on June 
23 for 7:30 p.m. to consider increas­ 
ing rates and charges for cable 


television service to San Dimas. 
A representative of the Inter­ 
national Cable TV Corp. said that the 
company, which serves 140 San 
Dimas homes, has not increased its 
rates since 1968 
There was no opposition to the 
council’s initiating a prezoning for a 
9.1 acre parcel of vacant land on the 
northeast comer of San Dimas Ca­ 
nyon Road and Allen Avenue and the 
Allen Avenue Elementary School 
site of 9.2 acres on the southeast cor­ 
ner of San Dimas Road and Allen 
Avenue. 
The property is currently within 
the jurisdiction of Los Angeles 
County but it is anticipated that the 
land will be annexed into San Dimas 
within the next few months. 
Zoning of the land was not basical­ 
ly changed. It will continue to be 
zoned for institutional and low den­ 
sity residential use.

Pomona's use of computers is the 
subject of an article by Robert C. 
Norquist in the May edition of 
Western City Magazine, published by 
the League of California Cities. 


Norquist is director of manage­ 
ment systems for Pomona, 
Pomona has made major use of 
computers since 1969, when the city 
purchased its own equipment. 


"The role of the computer is 
perceived to be that of just another 
tool in the administrative bag of 
tricks — a tool that will not make 
decisions for management, but can 
provide the information manage­ 
ment needs to make effectiv e 
decisions,” said Norquist. 


The computer provides budgetary 
information, prepares the payroll, is­ 
sues business licenses, and water 
utility bills In addition, the equip­ 
ment controls the library book loan 
system and compiles police and fire 
department statistics. 
The computer system is also used 
to monitor water production from 
the city's wells, and utilized by the 
Personnel department in recruiting 
and hiring procedures

Beating death of youth, slaying of man

In the Gomez slaying, Telford 
Sam uel 
Lorie Guardalibene of 
Upland and Ronald L aw rence 
Marshall of Ontario were arrested 
by Ontario police after Telford 
directed officers to a body buried in 
a field east of Patton Avenue in 
Riverside County on Jan. 20. The 
body was identified aa that of 
Gomez. 


A Riverside County coroner s 
report held that Gomez was shot to 


death som etim e in Septem ber. 
Police later determined that Gomez 
was most likely shot in Ontario and 
then his body taken across the county 
line and buried. 


In follow-up court actions a motion 
made by defense attorneys for 
Telford, Guardalibene, and Marshall 
to sever the trials was granted by the 
court Guardalabine, and Marshall 
are slated for trial on June 23 in West 
Valley Superior Court. 


Attorney Frank Batchelor will be 
defending Telford.

Jo e K orpsak, a sst, city ad­ 
ministrator, reported that the test 
model homesteading property in the 
city, located at 949 Asbury Ave., will 
have a buyer selected by lottery on 
July 5 An open house will be held at 
the house on Saturday from 10 a m 
to 2 p m. 
The buyer, who wUI occupy the 
home within 30 days, will be required 
to pay $1,000 down for the property 
and pay another $1,000 over a three- 
year period The purchaser will also 
be required to make all minimum 
health and safety repairs on the 
home within 90 days, and make ail 


other necessary repairs within 18 
months. 
Korpsak told the council that more 
homesteading properties may be al­ 
located to the city by the end of the 
summer. 
Applicants for homesteading must 
be 21, be a citizen and Pomona resi­ 
dent. be the head of a household, and 
own no other property anywhere.

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Is U.S. blind to 
Shah's tyranny? 


The United States hosts thousands of foreign stu­ 
dents who because of the prestige of their American 
education look forward to going back home to op­ 
timistic futures. Some current students from Iran, 
however, foresee quite different circumstances 
when they return. They believe they will be ar­ 
rested. jailed, possibly tortured and, as one of them 
glooms, “ there is the likelihood some of us may 
also be shot.” 
The collegiates. grouped together as the Iranian 
Students Association, have, they say, learned more 
in America than may be good for them Exposure to 
democracy of thought has radicalized their long 
held opposition to the Iranian monarchy, and it is 
this radicalism that worries them. 
Actually, the students are, as leftists go most 
mild They merely wish for free speech, free as­ 
sociation and representative government in their 
homeland. According to the present Iranian 
system, they say, this is heresy hnd a form of anti­ 
patriotism. Mohammed Reza Shah Pahlevi runs the 
store in Persia and suffers nobody lightly who 
questions the propriety of his ownership 
For instance, say the students, who for self 
protection often wear masks, even on Pennsylvania 
Avenue, the one party government of the Shah of 
Iran is currently holding “ at least 35,000 political 
prisoners” in slums back home. Their offenses, in 
some cases, as verified by numerous international 
inquiries, fall into the category' of “ working against 
the state” , that is, criticizing the Shah 
It s not nice to rap the Shah, apparently, and the 
consequences allegedly include more than prison 
sentences To extract “ confessions, 
according to 
an account this year in the London Times, Iranian 
jailers resort to torture. “ Victims allege that 
methods of torture include flogging, extraction of 
tmger and toe nails, electric shock treatment to 
sexual organs and the thrusting of broken bottles 
into the anus of prisoners suspended by their wrists 
from a beam .“ The Times reports that another 
favorite device in Iran jails is to put naked 
prisoners, of all ages, on bare bed springs and then 
heat the metal.

The U.S. has 
provided at least 1.400 Defense Department people 
to assist the Shah in militarization Also. America 
is to sell and send $15 billion worth of goods and ser­ 
vices to Iran over the next five years, including 
nuclear material and nuclear expertise 
What we are thus doing, argue the students, is 
setting up “ another Vietnam. 
The Shah is like 
Nguyen Van Thieu, without wide support among his 
people, and hellbent in directions opposite the 
peoples' good. “ Why does this nation of oil need 
nuclear reactors for electricity'' 
the students ask. 
Why so much money for defense in a nation where 
65 per cent of the people cannot yet read or write'* 
And why. with $22 billion annually in oil income, is 
so much of the population still in rags and starving ’ 
If for just one day the U.S. stopped support, the 
Shah would collapse. 
Albeit the support will not stop Even for a day. 
Despite the lessons of Southeast Asia, the United 
States continues the policy of supporting nations in­ 
stead of people. We back the leaders not the led

Cost of 'deactivating' Nixon 


WASHINGTON — Richard Nixon 
had $33 35 left over, according to a 
confidential audit, from the $100,000 
that Congress granted him to cover 
his transition expenses. He managed 
to stay w ithin the a llo tm e n t, 
however, only because the govern­ 
ment generously didn’t charge him 
for the big expenses 
For instance, the taxpayers were 
stuck with $265 380 in salaries for 54 
federal employes who continued to 
work at the San Clemente compound 
Among those whose salaries weren't 
charged to Nixon, as we previously 
reported, were his personal butler, 
m aid, three chauffeurs and a 
medical corpsman. 
In addition, eight Navy mess 
stewards worked at San Clemente 
during Nixon s a d ju stm e n t to 
civilian status 
The General Ac­ 
counting Office, which conducted the 
confidential audit, offered this 
justification 
“ They 
were UNed 
primarily to dismantle the kitchen 
equipment," which had been instal­ 
led for Nixon while he was Presi­ 
dent. 
Nixon also should have paid rent 
for his office space at an annual rate 
of $77.470 But under the law, the 
General Services Administration 
could waive the rent He was granted 
such a waiver last August 


Of course. Congress never ex­ 
pected the Nixons to pay the annual 
$622.000 cost of their Secret Service 
protection out of the transition 
budget The GAO also decided that 
the government communications 
staff assigned to Nixon shouldn t be 
counted as a transition expense, 
Here’s how Nixon spent the transi­ 
tion money He shelled out $14.466 46 
for office furnishings 
which the 
GAO suggested happily, “can be 
recovered when they are no longer 
needed.” Not counted were five 
color TV sets, which the White House 
Communications Agency declared 
surplus and left to Nixon 
—An astonishing $52,815 05 was 
spent for stationery. This bought 
“ over 460,000 sh e e ts. 260,000 
envelopes and 20.000 each of three 
kinds of acknowledgement cards 
with envelopes ' Apparently, Nixon 
was stocking up for the future, since 
most of the stationery is still unused. 
Another $12.000 went for postage. 
-N u o n spent $75, according to the 
audit, to change his safe combtna 
tions He also paid $896 for picture 
mounting supplies 
These miscel­ 
laneous expenses were 
listed, 
curiously, as part of a $9.430 37 ex­ 
penditure for “ record preservation 
and copying work. 


—Another $6.505 30 went to pay for 
news service teletype*, telephone 
service and connection charges. Nix­ 
on wasn t billed, however, for the 
three courier flights that brought 
him security briefings, although 
“ some passengers and some of Nix­ 
on's personal belongings were also 
on these flights ’’ 
—And $4 748 57 was paid out in 
“ personal service c o sts." This 
category included detailed employes 
from various agenc ies and three peo­ 
ple who were hired to assist them 
A separate, confidential report, 
prepared for House Government 
Operations Chairman Jack Brooks. 
D -Tex.. discloses that it cost the 
taxpayers $118.076.93 to “ deac­ 
tivate" the Nixon compound at Key 
Biscayne. Fla. 
This didnt include $1.780 spent to 
improve Nixon’s heating system, 
$738 95 for wiring improvements, 
$1,520 for sod and $2.000 to prevent 
beach erosion. Nixon was also be­ 
queathed. courtesy of the taxpayers 
storm shutters worth $1,081.20. a 
$390 18 privacy screen and a $110 75 
Sears washing machine 
An additional $124,041 36 was spent 
for the ‘ disposal by demolition of a 
security building that Nixon no 
longer w anted on hts F lo rid a 
property.

S. Korea's foe 
right at home 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) — As a firm believer in 
the defense of South Korea against invastion from 
the North, it is clear to me that we must demand 
several preconditions of President Park as a price 
for our defense of his country 
South Korea is an independent country and has 
every right to refuse our conditions. But the t nited 
States, likewise, as an independent nation, has the 
right’ to withdraw troops and to cancel military 
commitments’* if the presence of our forces and the 
wording of treaties threaten to lead us into a war 
without victory. 
The basic conditions for our support must be 
First, that Park restore free speech and a free 
press in South Korea 
Second, that he restore open and free elections, 
without police coercion 
Third, that he immediately set in motion signifi­ 
cant steps to lower financial corruption in govern­ 
ment. 
Fourth, that he cease using the police to hound his 
political opponents. 
These are necessary' conditions for military vic­ 
tory. As South Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos have 
demonstrated, without a viable government backed 
by a unified people, the defense of a country is dif­ 
ficult in the extreme, even with U.S. military 
superiority. 
My visits to Korea have convinced me the South 
has been and is unified in hatred for Communists, 
and that this hatred is strong throughout the social 
structure. 
It is also true that almost all Koreans I’ve knowm 
have a strong passion for individuality and 
freedom. A continued democratic blackout of the 
type carried out by Park could destroy unity in the 
South and weaken the .will of South Koreans to fight 
vigorously even the ruthless enemy they know Kim 
II Sung’s communists to be 
The situation on Taiwan is different. Here the 
government founded by Chiang Kai-shek has made 
strong, successful efforts to widen participation in 
public office and to narrow the economic gap 
between the top 20 per cent of the people and the 
lowest 40 per cent. That is, the government of 
Taiwan and its economy seem to be moving toward 
democracy in the broad sense, making it defen- 
dable with reasonable assistance from the U S 
Korea, likewise, had been making remarkable 
economic progress, and had in recent years 
achieved a significant broadening of income. But. 
by contrast, Park has of late shut off one 
democratic right after another 
The clampdown did not begin with the loss of 
Cambodia, South Vietnam and Laos 
I rem em ber 
arguing this point with some of Park's closest ad 
visers years back They were convinced then, as 
now. that only strength from above could insure 
South Korea's progress and defense 
The threat from the North is real. I have been 
privileged to see a significant amount of the 
documentary evidence and to talk first hand with 
former North Korean agents. If I were a South 
Korean. I would argue for a very strong defense and 
constant readiness. But the threat to South Viet­ 
nam. to Cambodia and to Laos from Hanoi was 
equally great, obviously. In spite of the common 
enemy, defenses were weakened by problems

Heartline: Is it true that my mother-in-law can go into a 
Social Security office and find out the amount of my 
monthly Social Security check? S.C. 
Answer: No, unless your mother-in-law has been 
declared by the courts to be your legal guardian, she can­ 
not get information about your benefits without your con­ 
sent. 


Heartline: I am a clergyman and my church has not 
been taking out Social Security taxes from my salary. Is 
this correct? T.F. 
Answer . Yes. your church is correct in not withholding 
the Social Security Tax, Clergymen report their earnings 
from the ministry as if they were self-employed even 
though they may be employees. 
Heartline: I am looking for a gentleman friend to 
write to Can your pen-pals help me? 
Answer: Our American 60 Club is going to find you a 
friend to write to. However, we receive approximately 30 
ladies to every gentleman requesting a pen-pal. 


Heartline: What is meant by fully insured under Social 
Security? R.Y. 
Answer: This means you have enough quarters to be 
eligible for Social Security retirement benefits when you 
reach the eligible age. The most anyone will ever need is 
10 years of work (40 quarters). 


Heartline: What is the earliest age that a widow can 
draw on her husband's Civil Service pension? 
Answer: Provided the employee's separation from 
federal service occurred after October 1, 1956. the 
widow’s age does not generally effect her receipt of sur­ 
vivor annuity Of course, no annuity is payable to a wife 
as long as the employee or annuitant is still living. 


Heartline: I am retired and receiving a social security 
benefit in addition to a railroad retirement annuity. How 
am I affected by this new system? A.B. 
Answer: Retirees, such as yourself, who received a 
social security benefit in addition to a railroad retirement 
annuity before changeover, will continue to receive both 
benefits without any reduction in the pre-changeover 
amounts. In the future, you will continue to receive social 
security cost-of-living increases in your social security 
check, but such increases in your tier 1 railroad retire­ 
ment benefits will be reduced by the amount of any in­ 
crease in your social security benefits. Since your cost-of- 
living increase is based on your railroad and social 
security earnings combined, the total increase is the 
same whether or not you are receiving social security 
benefits.

MILLER: My husband’s one of those 
diehards that smokes like a fiend. In fact, he is a fiend 
when it comes to nicotine. There’s a constant cloud of it 
around the house and I hate it. My cats. Dick and Mary, 
hate it, too I’m writing about them Their love life. Ac­ 
tually, their lack of one. They’re both grown up cats and 
yet they don’t have any interest in each other except 
platonically. They’ve never had any operations, either 
I’m wondering if maybe the cigarette smoke has an effect 
on their sex life, or lack of one? It’s certainly put a cloud 
on my sex life. Could it be doing the same to them? — G.

DEAR G L.: The nicotine cloud your cats are under 
could be curbing their sex life, too. Advertising dollars to 
the contrary, sexual drive is not enhanced by tobacco in 
any species.

DEAR E. E.: A parakeet s pulsating heart isn’t too 
small to hear with a stethoscope, but it’s beating too fast 
to hear — 300 to 500 beats per minute, or perhaps even 
higher than that, since the excitement and stress of being 
held would tend to maximize the heartbeat. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: Three weeks after Junior 
brought home a toad, our puppy broke out with warts all 
over his mouth. He still has them. What needs to be done 
about them0 Are you sure toads don’t spread warts? It’s a 
mighty strange coincidence. — M M. 
DEAR M M.: Yes, but coincidence it is Infectious 
papillomas of dogs (warts, that is) are caused by a virus 
which is not toted by toads Your pup’s pediatrician can 
best determine what, if anything, needs to be done 
about these warts They will usually disappear spon 
taneously if you’re patient Occasionally, surgery or some 
other means of eliminating at least part of the crop may 
be necessary should they be causing the animal discom­ 
fort. 


A question frequently asked of doc­ 
tors is “ How much sleep does a 
person need?’’ I'm not a doctor, but I 
know the answer: about an hour 
more than he gets 


Sleeping is complicated by the fact 
that the clock does curious things at 
night, depending upon how things are 
going with you When you can’t get to 
sleep, when you lie awake in the 
white hours of the night staring at 
the ceiling and going over your bank 
account, the clock slows to a walk, 
the minutes crawl by like kids dragg­ 
ing to school. 
An hour before the alarm is set to 
go off. you drop into a deep slumber, 
and the hands of the clock suddenly 
start to whirl 
What you KNOW 
should have been a full 60 minutes, 
has vanished incredibly into 15 
minutes. 
Dr. Robert E. Kerlan. associate 
professor of orthopedic surgery at 


the USC School of Medicine, says the 
quality, not the quantity of sleep is 
what counts Four hours of deep rest­ 
ful sleep are better than eight hours 
of fitful snoozing. I ll settle for four 
hours of restful sleep PLUS eight 
hours fitful. 
“Sleep is needed to restore the 
body to full ability.’’ says Dr. 
Kerlan “Your body recovers from 
the day’s activity as the heart rate 
drops by as much as 20 per cent 
Breathing slows considerably, blood 
pressure and temperature fall, and 
the liver stores up glycogen to fuel 
the body when it’s awake.’’ Per­ 
sonally. Id rather fuel my body on a 
rare steak, but I support glycogen 
helps — whatever it is. 
On one point I must disagree with 
the esteemed orthopedic surgeon 
“One ot the things we know,” he 
says, “is that too much sleep is as 
bad as too little.’’ It so happens. Dr 
K . that there IS no such thing as too

much sleep Too little is 
usually get. and too late 
I also question his statement that 
“as you get older you generally need 
less sleep ’’ It has been my ex­ 
perience that the reverse is true. As 
a young man. 1 counted the evening 
wasted that saw me on my pillow 
before 1 a m. What with football 
games, tea dances, beer parties, 
m ovies, la te d ates and such 
frivolities, I frequently went for 
weeks on about four hours of sleep a 
night. Now I find myself yawning by 
9 30 in the evening, and I haven’t 
caught the 11 o’clock news since 
1968 
Doc says the best way to get to 
sleep is to relax, to shake off the 
worries ami tensions of the day, get 
rid of the anxieties and frustra­ 
tions of the business world, problems 
of the children, family finance, the 
car tires, the dog next door and

DEAR DR. LAMB - In one of 
your columns you mentioned a treat­ 
ment for persons allergic to bee 
stings. My daughter is highly al­ 
lergic, and each sting she gets a 
worse reaction We have been told 
the only treatment is bi-weekly shots 
for about seven years and even then 
it is no assurance that they will help. 
Do you recommend an easier, surer 
procedure? 
DEAR READER — I wish 1 could 
There are probably nearly a million 
people who have severe reactions to 
bee and wasp stings each year As 
many as 40 deaths occur annually. I 
mention this to emphasize it is not a 
minor matter, and you must get 
proper treatment for your daughter 
The most commonly available 
method of treatm ent is to give 
repeated injectioas of an extract 
prepared from the crushed whole 
bodies of stinging insects, referred to 
as WBE This is really a desensitiz­ 
ing procedure 
A review of the success of this 
procedure shows that 95 per cent of 
patients treated this way do not have 
any problem with subsequent stings 
But. that may often be a happy coin­ 
cidence. tending more to prove that 
many people who have a severe reac­ 
tion once will not have such a reac­ 
tion a second time In a controlled 
study of untreated patients, 60 per 


cent didn’t have any serious reaction 
to subsequent stings, either 
Even more disquieting is the 
observation that some patients 
treated with WBE are still likely to 
have severe shocklike reactions with 
a subsequent sting Dr. William Bus- 
se ot University of Wisconsin and his 
associates recently published one of 
their cases in the Journal of the 
American 
Medical 
Association 
(March 17, 1975). The young woman 
was not protected by the WBE treat­ 
ment. She was then treated with a 
purified venum from honey bees. 
This treatment gradually worked, 
and she became fully protected from 
the danger of honey bee stings 
Similar results have been noted by 
scientists at the State University of 
New York at Buffalo and in 
B a l t i m o r e ’s Good Samari tan 
Hospital. 
Hurdied venum seems to be far 
superior, and it can be specific for 
that patient s reaction Some people 
are reactors to bet» stings but not 
wasp stings and vice versa 
Unfortunately, purified venum is 
not available readily at present. It is 
expected to be produced in commer­ 
cial amounts soon 
Meanwhile the best you and other 
people with similar problems can do 
is use the WBE treatment available. 
And, I would strongly support your 


doctor in recommending this treat­ 
ment. 


You should also take all the impor­ 
tant precautions you can against ex­ 
posing your daughter to bee stings. 
That means keeping flowers and 
shrubs down from around the house. 
Also, have her wear white or light 
colored clothing She should avoid 
using scents, such as perfume and 
cosmetics that tend to attract bees 
You should talk to your doctor 


about the advisability of having a 
readily available sting kit Reactions 
are sometimes swift and severe Be 
prepared for a severe reaction ahead 
of time If she gets stung, scrape the 
stinger out, don’t pull it and squeeze 
more venum into her.

N ally’s pride, the intangible which 
m ade him a tough com petitor on the 
playing field and m cuntrai t negotia­ 
tions, has helped write an expected 
early end to a fine pitching career 
Not even a 1975 salary of more 
than IIUU.OOO could induce the 32- 
year-old left hander to continue what 
he considered a hopeless struggle 
with the Montreal Expos 
“ I ’m proud of w hat I ’ve a c ­ 
com plished,” McNally said Monday, 
in announcing his reiuem ent from 
baseball 
“I didn’t want to spend the 
rest of the year getting beat around 
for ei$tra money. 


“ 1 m not throwing the ball I have 
no oomph on it, and there’s no ray of 
hope that it’ll get better There’s no 
chance 1 can do a decent job, and I’m 
not paid to do th at.” 
McNally, who posted a 181-113 
record with the Baltimore Orioles 
belore being traded last winter at his 
request, was 3-6 with the Expos after 
losing his sixth straight decision on 
Sunday. 
G eneral M anager Jim Fanning and 
M anager Gene Mauch left the way 
open lor McNally’s return after he 
failed to accom pany the team Sun- 
dav night on a trip to Los Angeles 
But M cN ally, a decisive and 


som etim es stubborn individual once

Richardson seriously considered 
postponing Monday night's baseball 
game between the Astros and the 
Chicago Cubs. He didn't have enough 
players at game time. 
Instead, the game was delayed 54 
minutes while players and fans 
fought through the flooded streets to 
reach the Astrodome. 
Jerry Morales knocked in the win­ 
ning run in the 10th inning for a 4-3 
Chicago victory that extended the 
Astros' losing streak to nine games 
in a row. 
Several of the Astros players 
walked after their cars stalled in the 
high water caused by heavy rains 


that hit the city in late afternoon. 
Outfielder Greg Gross got no 
nearer the Astrodome than three 
miles because of stalled traffic. He 
hiked the rest of the way. 
Pitcher Jim Crawford left his car. 
too, and ran the last mile to the 
Astrodome Infielder Tommy Helms 
and pitcher Joe Niekro started to the 
game together but couldn’t get 
through the high water. They caught 
rides. 
Rookie pitcher Doug Konieczny 
was scheduled to start the game. He 
didn’t arrive until 30 minutes after 
the game was under way with Tom 
Griffin starting in his place 
The Astros normally would have 
been at the Atrodome when the 


violent rain hit but Manager Preston 
Gomez, in an effort to shake the 
team out of its eight-game losing 
streak, instructed them to report two 
hours later than usual. 
Despite the bad weather, 3,453 fans 
showed up, 400 more than the smal­ 
lest home total. That occurred last 
Sept. 7 when only 3,004 were on hand 
for an Astros-San Diego Padres 
game, also during a rainstorm 
Richardson said it woud have been 
“embarrassing” to have postponed 
the game.
